The Las Vegas Valley Chi- 
nese American community, 
which mobilized earlier this 
year to provide protective 
gear to doctors and nurses 
in China when that country 
was ground zero in the fight 
against the new coronavirus, 
has reversed the flow of the 
supply chain it developed 
and is now using it to aid hos- 
pitals in Southern Nevada. 

The grassroots approach 
has even received the gover- 
nor’s stamp of approval. 

It comes at a time when 
hospitals in Southern Ne- 
vada, and elsewhere in the 
country, are rationing pro- 
tective medical gear in high 
demand and short supply 
as a result of the COVID-19 
pandemic. That has forced

Virus grip 
spreads in 
US. as toll 
doubles

DETROIT — The 
coronavirus con- 
tinued its spread 
across the United 
States with fatalities 
doubling in two 
days and authorities 
saying Saturday that 


an infant who tested 
positive had died. 

It pummeled big 
cities such as New 
York, Detroit, New 
Orleans and Chica- 
go and made its way 
into rural America 
as hot spots erupted 
in small Midwestern 
towns and Rocky 
Mountain ski ha- 


vens. 
Worldwide infec- 
tions surpassed the 
660,000 mark with 
more than 30,000 
deaths as new cases 
also stacked up 
quickly in Europe, 
according to a tally 
by Johns Hopkins 
University. The U.S. 
leads the world in 


reported cases with 
more than 120,000. 
Confirmed deaths 
surpassed 2,000 

on Saturday, twice 
the number two 
days before. Still, 
five countries have 
higher death tolls: 
Italy, Spain, Chi-

Six weeks into coro- 
navirus testing, Nevada 
health officials still don’t 
have enough kits to track 
the spread of the disease 
and hopefully slow the 
outbreak. 

“We want to be able to 
test anybody who wants 
to get tested, and that’s 
not the case right now,’ 
said Brian Labus, assis- 
tant professor at UNLV’s 
School of Public Health. 
“We need tests and have 
none. We don’t know 
how many we need, but 
we need more than we 
have.” 

In Nevada, 9,150 people 
have been tested by 
government and private 
labs since Feb. 11, when 
the Nevada State Public 
Health Laboratory in 
Reno was given the green 
light to test. In compari- 
son, California has tested 
89,592, Arizona has tested 
8,349 and Utah has tested 
11,312, according to The 
COVID Tracking Project 
website. Nationwide, 
801,416 people have been 
tested with 118,234 test- 
ing positive. 

State and local officials 
have repeatedly stated 
they need more test kits. 
Four times they have 
asked the feds for testing 
components kits only to 
be told there is a “indef- 
inite backlog.” “We need
